Plans for the second quarter 1549 call for agricultural invesiments of
approximately 245 million forints as campared with 169 millicn forints for
the first gnarter. The lrrgest item in the agricultural plan is 66,300,000
forinte for sechanitation, which compares with 40 million “oritrés’invested:
for such 2 pvrpnse in the firet quarter.

During 1949, 70 new agricultural stations will be set up throughout
the country, all of which will have more machinery, and machinery with greater
capacity. In addition to tractars, the machino stations will have tractor-
plows, drill plows for eowing, bean and pea threshing machines, sortera,
grinders, motorcyclee, trucks, etc.

Far irrigation projeots, 22,800,000 forints will be invested in comperi-
son with 12,500,000 forinte invested in th/ first quarter. This is in addi-
tion to approximately 3 millicn forints for the Danube-Tieza Canal project.
Among tlie other investmenis are 29,900,000 fariats for livestock develomment
and improvement and 12 million forints for rural housing.

The Hofherr Tractor Plant investment of 24 million forints will increase
production capacity so that by the end of the year monthly production is ex-
pected to be 250-300 tractors.
